Prime Minister Salim Hass 
said the deployment was aim ed 
at securing the main road lea- 
ding to the presidential palace 
at Baabda, in the Mfe over- 
looking the shell-torn east side 
of Beirut

series of meetings With a num- 
ber of leaders in the past two 
days, it was reported here Fri- 
day.

U.S. presents draft 
for Egypt-Israel pact 


WASHINGTON, OcL 13 
(Agencies) — The United Sta- 
tes has introduced a draft treaty 
for peace between Egypt ana 
Israel “as the vehicle for nego- 
tiations' 1 between the two Mid- 
dle East countries, a U.S. spo- 
kesman said Friday. 

“The draft is aimed at flesh- 
ing out the framework that was 
reached at Camp David," said 
the spokesman, George Sher- 
man, as peace talks between 
■Israel and Egypt moved through 
their second day. 

Sherman, acting as spokes- 
man for all sides in the peace 
talks, did not reveal details of 
the draft treaty placed before 
the Israeli and Egyptian nego- 
tiators. 

At the same time, Sherman 
said, Secretary of State Cyrus 
R. Vance is discussing with the 
Egyptian and Israeli delega- 
tions a second framework, rea- 
ched at last month's Camp 
David summit, which would 
govern negotiations over the 
future of the Palestinians. 

This second framework is 
considered infinitely more com- 
plicated than concluding an 
Egyptian-Israeli peace agree- 
ment Jordan and Palestinian 
Arabs so far have not signaled 
any willingness to negotiate 
with Israel. 

President Carter stressed in 
welcoming the negotiating 
teams here on Thursday that 
any settlement between Egypt 
and Israel must ultimately be 
oroaoened to include the Pales- 
tinians and neighboring AraD 
countries. 

Vance, posing tor pnoto- 
grapus during a negotiating 
breas. Friday, said “we con- 
tinued to maite progress today." 
Israeu toreign Minister Moshe

The negotiations also are de- 
signed to determine the pace of 
Israeli withdrawal from the 
Sinai, which is being relumed 
to Egyptian sovereignty, and 
security measures on that 
front. 

Vance and other U.S. offi- 
cials met with the Egyptian 
team headed by Defense Minis- 
ter Kama! Hassan Ali in a 
second floor library at Blair 
(House. Ambassador Alfred L. 
Atherton Jr. was to assume the 
role of chairman following 
Vance's scheduled departure for 
Pretoria late Friday. 

As the talks began, U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter and 
chief Egyptian negotiator Gen. 


Hassan Ali invited other Arab 
stales and the Palestinians to 
negotiate with Israel. 

Their intention was to rebut 
Arab critics who claim the 
Camp David accords ignore 
Palestinian interests and could 
lead to a separate Egyptian- 
lsraeli peace.

NEW YORK., Oct. 13 tAP) 
— The “New York Times,” 
the “Daily News” and striking 
printers have agreed in prin- 
ciple on a settlement to the dis- 
pute that has idled the two 
huge newspapers for nine 
weeks. 

It was not immediately clear 
how soon a contract agreement 
might be reached, or when the 
two morning papers could ex- 
pect to reach settlements with 
other striking unions and re- 
sume publication. 

Labor lawyer Theodore Kheel 
said. “1 don't anticipate that 
alter a pressmen's agreement 
if reached, a resumption of 
publication will be long off." 
However, he cautioned that a 
number of matters remained to 
(be worked out before a full 
settlement with the pressmen's 
union could be announced. 

Walter E. Mattson, executive 
vice president and general ma- 
nager of the “Times," said 
the principles include job gua- 
rantees for all “regular” press- 
men in return for the right to 
reduce the work force by attri- 
tion over a six-year period. 

“We're hopeful that these 
negotiations can be brought to 
a successful conclusion.” Matt- 
son said. 

William J. Kennedy, presi- 
dent of the striking Printing 
Pressmen's Union No. 2, said 
:hc principles of agreement pre- 
served the “unit manning con- 
cept,” meaning that the publi- 
shers would agree to employ 
a minimum number of press- 
men for each press unit.

Largest defense bill skips through Congress 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 
(AP) — Racing to meet defense 
payrolls. Congress sent Presi- 
dent Carter a record-breaking 
$117.3 billion defense spending 
bill. 

Leaden in both the Home 
of Representatives and Senate 
pushed the bill forward by 
pledging that quick action' 
would insure paychecks could 
be delivered on schedule Fri- 
day to most of the 1.5 million 
military servicemen. 

The bill was delivered 


Thursday to the Senate within 
30 minutes of its approval by 
a voice vote in the House, 
Less than an hour later, the 
bill was passed in the Senate 
on a 77-3 vote and was on its 
way to Carter for his signa- 
ture.

Nobel Prize surprises professors 


BALTIMORE. Maryland. 
Oct. 13 (R) — Two unassum- 
ing professors at the Johns 
Hopkins School of Medicine in 
Baltimore got the surprise of 
their lives Thursday — the 
Nobel Prize for medicine for 
a discovery that may greatly 
increase the understanding of 
cancer. 

Doctors Hamilton Smith and 
Daniel Nathans, who were 
cheered by their colleagues and 
students, said they never ex- 
pected to receive Lhe prize, the 
highest honor of its kind in the 
world. 

Dr. Smith’s first reaction was: 
“Holy Cow." 

Dr. Nathans expressed dis- 
belief and. like a true scientist, 
said he would "like to get con- 
firmation of the award before 
I invest so much energy." 

The two men, professors of 
microbiology at Johns Hopkins, 
shared the $165,000 award with 
Swiss scientist Werner Arber 


ing how living cells grow and 
reproduce. 

The technique involves the 
use of enzymes that can cut 
through DNA (deoxyribonuc- 
leic acid), the molecular basis 
of heredity. 

The two scientists said it 
was now possible to carve out 
a specific segment of a DNA 
molecule to study its properties. 

They told a press conference 
that certain enzymes isolate that 
part of a gene which may cause 
a cell to become cancerous. 

Dr. Nathans said: “The en- 
zymes provide the tools for tre- 
mendous and rapid advance in 
our understanding of gene func- 
tion in higher organisms and 
of cancer and various heredi- 
tary diseases.” 

But Dr. Nathans added: 
“Whether this will lead to a 
breakthrough in cancer resear- 
ch, I can’t really say."

Tbe president would have 
power to authorize electronic 
surveillance without a court 
order in the first 15 days after 
a declaration of war After that 
a warrant would be needed 
unless Congress voted special 
wartime authority. 

The Supreme Court ruled in 
1972 that the FBI and " other 
government agencies must gee 
a warrant to place wiretaps in 
domestic security cases. The 
court has never ruled, how- 
ever, on whether the Consti- 
tution requires a warrant for 
electronic gathering of foreign 
intelligence in this country.

Soviet navy escort tows

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TOKYO, Oct. 13 (R) — A 
Soviet submarine was reported 
tinder tow in the sea of Japan 
Friday night with a typhoon 
bearing down from the Paci- 
fic.

The vitriolic war of words which is bedevilling the Arab 
world since The Camp David summit conference has inhibited 
positive dialogue between the. protagonists and antagonists of 
the agreements. The sound of logic has been drowned by the 
rabid, shrieking on all sides. Those with a moderate opinion 
to offer have shirked away in fear for their reputation and 
integrity. If the Arabs named their years like the Chinese, 
1978 might have gone down as the “Year of the ShrilL” 

President Sadat has been visibly angered by the Arab 
reaction to the agreements he has brought back from. Camp 
David. He has also angered many people by the peace he 
has arranged with Menahem Begin. Could one address him 
quietly to urge, him to reconsider? He is not required to re- 
scind anything that he has done but only to think about cer- 
tain things while isolating himself from the insulting bitterness 
of his opponents. 

The agreements have met opposition inside Egypt and 
throughout the Arab world. True, if a referendum is organiz- 
ed tomorrow in Egypt, an overwhelming majority will still 
support the president but that majority is not the topic of this 
discussion. It would have supported the president in going 
to war again. 

The agreements have cost the president two foreign min- 
isters. his war minister and chief of staff. These must be the 
four men closest io him as advisers in political and -military 
matters. Then the four surviving members of the revolution- 
ary council issued a statement condemning the agreements. 
Before them, the powerful Muslim Brotherhood bad taken 
a similar stand. Later, the parliamentary members of the 
former Wafd Party also came oui in opposition to the agree- 
ments. Of course, the Communists, Socialists and other leftitfs 
have been against the accords all through but their position 
has been predictable and consequently unimportant. 

The other opposition is different. Ismail Fahmi has 
been labeled as “pro-American” all his life, and yet he has 
resigned in protest against an American-sponsored peace. His 
successor in the foreign ministry, Muhammad Ibrahim Kamel, 
has been a personal friend and comrade-in-arms of Anwar 
Sadat since World War Two. He left the president on his 
own in Camp David. 

The two highest ranking officers in the country resigned 
for purely military considerations and, until then, had been 
considered dose allies of the president. The position of the 
former “Free Officers” of the revolution which Sadat now 
leads was to oppose the agreements by four to one — Sadat 
being the one. And with all deference to the president’s and 
all political parties in Egypt, any free general elections would 
give the Muslim Brotherhood and Wafd a parliamentary ma- 
jority. So with all love and consideration we ask President 
Sadat: Can all these people, some of whom are Irfe-long 
friends and allies, be wrong and you alone right? 

On the Arab level, the opposition to the agreements 
is near unanimous, and again we ask President Sadat can he 
alone be right and 19 other Arab leaders wrong? The president 
has complained that he consulted with the Arab leaders before 
his famous trip to Jerusalem, but the Arab leaders contend 
that President Sadat still went through with his plan despite 
their advice against it. So it was not a consultation but rather 
a take-ii-or-leave-it deal. 

All that the president is now asked to do is think again if 
it is possible that all those Arabs and Egyptians are wrong and 
that he alone is right. 


NAMIBIA ELECTIONS 


The foreign ministers of five Western nations are launch- 
ing a diplomatic offensive to persuade South Africa to 
abandon its plans for a general election without U.N. super- 
vision in Namibia. Already Swapo, the bigger party, and the 
Namibia National Front, have declared their intention to boy- 
cott the election, because South Africa has blatantly reneged 
on its promises to the U.N. to hold a fair and free election. 

South Africa's excuses stem from fears that a Swapo- 
led independent government in Namibia may usher a Marxist 
regime next door and, consequently, assist a national campaign 
of liberation in South Africa itself. The leaders in Pretoria 
cite the precedent of other independent African countries wish 
Tegards 10 Rhodesia as weB as the use of Cuban troops to 
bolster African guerrilla ranks in their fight against racial 
supremacy in southern Africa. 

This may well be the case if South Africa goes ahead 
in defiance of U.N. resolutions and flouts the wfll of the Afri- 
can inhabitants of Namibia whom it had ruled and suppressed 
for over 60 years. Marxism in parts of Africa was the last 
desperate resort for long-suppressed and exploited Africans by 
minorities of highly rapacious settlers and colonial 
regimes which, for decades, treated the native populations with 
incredible callousness and contempt. Few Western voices 
were heard then to condemn this state of affaire in the African 
continent until a drastic change in Lisbon made it possible for 
the Africans to assert their independence, and begin to help 
those other Africans stilt in bondage to Ian Smith’s clique 
and the South African racists. 

What, in fact. South Africa fears might happen in Namibia, is 
being engendered by South Africa's extremely myopic strate- 
gy in that pari of the world. The longer it continues to bold 
these people in thrall, the more they will be driven to ex- 
treme measures, in this case a legitimate war of liberation for 
which the major source of arms will be the Soyiete. Soviet 
aras experts, Cuban instructor and advisers wDJ follow the 
arms shipments. The Western powers may not be expected 
to supply arms to African nationalists to achieve what these 
powers hope to do by diplomatic means at prescat.

Rhodesia’s ‘good news’

Rhodesia — 

With as much ceremony as 
can be mastered beside a< 
thatched roof in the blistering 
heat at the Rhodesian bush, 
three black government min- 
isters told the tribes people 
Monday they were free to 
leave this protected village. 

And nobody seemed an- 
xious to go. There was no 
heady sense of freedom— sim- 
ply a series of questions that 
expressed resentment, fear 
and uncertainty. 

This reaction to the bira- 
cial transition government’s 
official program of opening 
the doors of protected villa- 
ges reflects the hapless role 
in the country's six-year 
guerrilla war of the unsophis- 
ticated trib esman — the man in 
the middle. 

Officials say that since the 
program began a month ago, 
70 of the 264 protected villa- 
ges into which some 600,000 
of tiie country's 6.7 million 
blacks were moved during 
the war have been thrown 
open. 

The villages, a mixture of 
brick and mud hht dwellings 
ringed by 10-foot security 
fences, are similar to the stra- 
tegic hamlets the United States 
built in Vietnam to isolate 
villages from the Viet Cong. 

Officially, the compounds 
are befog opened because the 
black leaders in the transition 
.government, in a bid to gain 
support, insist upon it, and be- 
cause guerrillas are less active 
in the areas involved, mainly 
the northeast war zone. 

However, some observers 
see the program aimed also at 
.redeploying strained man- 
power resources, as the war 
stows little sign of winding 
down despite the transition 
government's repeated cease- 


tire calls. 

Many of the black parami- 
litary personnel fvho guard the 
villages — some with a. white 

official in charge — are . being 
diverted to. protect black la- 
bor on the large holdings of 
white farmers. 

Farm labor has become a 
new .prime target of guerrilla 
attacks aimed at driving 
whites off tbe land. 


Officials deny, however, the 
opening of the villages is an 
admission the program failed, 
or reflects any withdrawal 
{from tribal reservations*, 
which cover half the coun- 
try. 

Nyajenje, among me nine 
villages opened Monday, has 
been home for the past 11 
months to some 1,000 tribes- 
pcojple moved from their tra- 
ditional lands and homes in a 
bid to prevent their feeding 
guerrillas and to protect them 
from guerrilla attacks. 

It is located some 160 kilo- 
meters northeast of Salisbury, 
and about 45 kilometers from 
the Mozambique border, in 
the war zone known as Ope- 
ration Hurricane, where the 
protected village scheme — 
amid considerable black re- 
sentment — began four years 
ago. 

Tbe area, a mixture of 
white-owned farmland and 
tribal reservations, was tbe 
first infiltrated by Mozambi- 
que-based nationalist guerril- 
las when the war to topple 
the previous white-minority go- 
vernment started. 

Some 500 tribespeople lis- 
tened silently as black leader 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa — one 
ot three blacks joined with 
white Prime Minister Jan 
Smith fo the guerrilla-opposed 
transition government — told 
them: “We have brought good 
news, and this will replace 
your cares and troubles.”

According ' to tbe military, 
some 2^00 black civilians have 
been slain by guerrillas since 
the war began, nearly 1,000 of 
ihfm this year. 

Muzorewa, scheduled to 
join Smith on a support drive 
fo the United States later this 
week, and two accompanying 
blade ministers, reiterated that 
the cause of the war was 
over. 

Then the black officials 

climbed back onto army trucks 
with a camouflaged mine- 
sweeping vehicle in front and 
headed for the next village to 
be opened. 

The people in the middle — 
and there were few young 
men among them — remained 
here to debate the dilemma of 
their new freedom. — (AP)

■ History will perhaps one 
day relate why Heniy Kjssinger 
turned away from the broad 
avenue leading towards a 
global settlement, and why he 
chose instead the ^narrow, tor- 
tuous path of tbe so-called step- 
by-step diplomacy and its partial 
agreements. We’re still toiling 
along on that narrow path five 
years after the October War, 
and God only knows hoy 
many more years we’ll still be 
on. it. 

President Carter deserves a 
great deal of credit for at lea* ' 
trying to change course, for at 
least trying to return to a 
strategy in keeping with new 
realities and with the interests 
of all concerned. Last spring, 
he outlined conditions for a 
settlement which many experts 
hailed as the only ones capable 
of bringing a stable peace to 
the region. In so doing, he won 
toe admiration of the Arabs, a 
segment of Israeli opinion, tbe 
overwhelming majority of the 
Third World, and the European 
countries increasingly concern- 
ed about tbe consequences of 
the status quo. 

It is true (bat be asked *a 
great deal of both sides. The 
Israelis, while ’.offered every 
conceivable security guarantee, 
were invited to renounce aknosc 
all the territories they had oc- 
cupied - in 1967. In exchange, - 
the Arab countries were asked 
to go beyond Resolution 242, 
not only to recognize Israel, 
but to agree to total peace. This 
meant tbe establishment of dip- 
lomatic, economic, commer- - 
rial and cultural relations, 
which in themselves would pro- 
vide Israel, with the best guar- 
antee for its survivaL Carter 
proposed to meet this goal not 
by partial or separate agree- 
ments, but by a comprehensive 
arrangement which, if neces- 
sary would be implemented in 
stages. 

Moreover, President Garter 
was clearly aware of the pivotal 
importance erf the Palestinian 
problem per se, explicitly * re- 
ferring to the Palestinians’ need 
for a “homeland.” Despite tbe ; 
secret commitments made by 
Kissinger to the Israeli leaders. 
Carter did not exclude the pos- 
sibility of PLO participation in 
the negotiation process. 


objectives of President Sadat's 
peace initiative; his criticisms 
of the Begin government's in- 
transigence (for instance on the 
interpretation of Resolution 
242 and the future of Jewish 
settlements): his insistence on 
Israeli withdrawal from South 
Lebanon; and finally the aims 
package deal approved last 
May by Congress. 

On the other band, the Camp 
David agreement appears to be 
a step in the opposite direction, 
having little relation either with 
this pa nern or tbe peace stra- 
tegy mapped out in the spring' 
ot last year. First of all, by 
no stretch of the imagination 
does it constitute an overall 
settlement. The signing of tbe 
treaty by Egypt and Israel is 
not contingent upon the im- 
plementation of the so-called 
, framework for peace for the 
West Bank and Gaza, and even 
less on any eventual compro- 
mise with Syria, which is total- 
ly ignored. 


Tbe framework concerning 
the West Bank aDd Gaza stu- 
diously avoids the substance of 
the problem, and' merely out- 
lines the mechanism of nego- 
tiation. The outcome of any 
such negotiations is uncertain, 
to say the least, especially when 
one considers the gulf -which 
separates Begin’s views not only 
from those of the Palestinians, 
but from those of ail the Arab 
states including Egypt. Tbe re- 
ference to Resolution 242 
doesn’t mean much either, 
since the differences in inter- 
pretation remain as seemingly' 
unbridgeable as they were be- 
fore. Finally, the solution to 
tbe Palestinian problem, liter- 
ally central to the conflict, is 
quite simply adjourned inde- 
finitely. 


:No doubt the agreement does 
have some merits. The Egyp- 
tian-IsraeU treaty in itself is 
1 equitable, balanced, and there- 
fore solid. It could serv^as a 
model for future accords bet- 
ween die Jewish state and its 
neighbors. The dismantling of 
Jewish colonies in the Sinai 
constitutes a precedent which 
ootid be applied to the future 
of the Golan Heights and the. 
West Bank. One could even 
hope that the framework on the 
West Bank mil generate a mo- 
mentum which sooner or later 
will lead to a global settlement. 


However; the risks for the 
short and 'mediiHn term seem 
to far outweigh the hopes which 
feed the optimism of the agree- 
ment’s proponents. We are told 
that Egypt's withdrawal from 
the coi^&ontation group elimi- 
nates the risk of war altogether. 


There were a nunatoer of 
other indications that President 
Carter had begun to act in 
keeping with new patterns of 
partnership. The “special rela- 
tionship" with Israel was never 
questioned, nor did he in any. 
way compromise U.S. commit- 
ments to tbe survival and well, 
being of Israel. If anything, the 
opposite is true. But at the same 
time be tried, and in certain 
cases succeeded, to forge new 
and solid links with die Arab 
countries and to lay die bases 
for toe settlement he was seek- 


Ooe can argue that this is 
doubtfuL But even - if it were 
true, isn't it also true that a 
greatly weakened potential for 
Arab resistance would streng- 
then the jhand of Israel's in- 
transigent dements? If so, a 
real settlement would be even 
harder to reach.

There are, other risks. A 
dramatic split of the Arab 
world between the so-called 
“steadfastness and resistance” 
commies and tbe -so-called 
“betrayal” or “capitulation” 
countries serves no one’s inter- 
ests. Nor ' does tbe, in toy 
opinion, dangerous polarization 
of the area into two camps, the 
“reactionaries” allied to “Ame- 
rican imperialism" on the one 
%md, and the “progressives” 
allied to the Soviet Union, 
“champion of the Arab cause,” 


on the other- In short, we may 
be heading for the reactivation 
of a cold war in the Middle 
East, with all the dangers it 
implies for ‘tie states of foe 
region and the authentic in- 
terests of the Western world. 

As a result of the Gimp 
David accord, two of the U.S.'s 
staunchest allies, Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia, have been plac- 
ed in an extremely embarrass- 
ing situation. Confronted with" 
a fait accompli, tbe two coun- 
tries adopted an ambivalent at-, 
titiide which will be impossible 
to maintain unless the agree- 
ment quickly evolves into some, 
thing palatable in the eyes of 
Arab public opinion. If it 
doesn't they will be forced to 
make a choice: either to go 

along with the efforts to isolate 
and* weaken the Egyptian re- 
gone, a solution they hope to 
avoid, or to join President 
Sadat and face the risks of 
isolation from the “steadfast' 
ness front." In either case, 
the vital interests of tbe United 
States and indeed of the West- 
ern world will sooner or later 
be seriously compromised. 


It js, of course, too eariy to 
make a definitive judgement .on 
the Gimp David accord. Per- 
haps the present worries and 
skepticism of those who re- 
fuse to be swept away by the 
euphoria will prove ground- 
less. Perhaps even the poten- 
tial momentum of tbe agree- 
ment will overcome the inertia 
of those clinging to the status 
quo on tbe West Bank.

What can be said with cer- 
tainty is that President Carter 
has taken a very big gamble. 
Undoubtedly he would have 
preferred another scenario, 
more like the one he outlined 
in the first months of his term. 


A scenario which didn't involve 
a separate peace, or a polari- 
zation of the Arab world, or 
even the exclusion of the PLO 
from tbe bargaining table. On 
this point, President Carter is 
well aware that the fedayeen 
organization, whether one likes 
tt-or not, remains tbe prepon- 
derant political force among; 
the Palestinians, whom it would 
be. most dangerous to ignore. 



In the last analysis, the 
Gamp David agreement is k 
fact the result of the prevailing, 
balance of power, nb more no 
less. Begin, popular in his own ' 
country and buttressed by US. 
support, had no reason to yieW 
further. President Sadat, on 
the other hand, was too vul- 
nerable to assume the respon- 
sibility for the summit’s col- 
lapse, _ . 


But the situation was more, 
complex than that President 
Carter himself was subjected 
to contradictory, . and dearly 
unequal, pressures. On the 
one side was the powerful arm 
twisting of domestic group* 
supporting Israel’s position, arid 
on the other were unstated but 
implied Arab threats. But the 
Arab threats were only poten- 
tial, while tbe domestic ones 
were very real. Bending to the 
.superior force in this unequal 
contest, the U.S. president had 
fir less leverage over Begin 
than he did over Sadat, and 
was consequently forced to 
follow m the footsteps of bis 
predecessors. For the Camp 
David accord is the outgrowth 
and logical extension of die 
Sinai agreement hamm ered out 
by Kissinger.

WASHING ION — The dip- 
lomauc relations act passed by 
Congress last month and now 
on President Carter’s desk, has 
been hailed by many as a major 
step toward making foreign dip- 
lomats here legally accountable 
for their actions. But at (he 
same time the legislation has 
opened up an array of legal 
problems for both the diploma- 
tic corps and residents of the 
Washington area that may take 
a long time to resolve. 

■For some people — victims 
of past accidents caused by 
embassy personnel — the bill 
offers little new hope. Although 
it may welt help to solve park- 
ing and traffic problems gene- 
rated by diplomatic cars, die 
Soviet Embassy, which traditio- 
nally has been the worst of- 
fender in this regard, stands a 
good chance of being able to 
continue ignoring the city’s 
par lung regulations. 

Much of the congressional 
support for the bill came about 
after an accident involving Dr. 
Halia Brown more than four 
years ago. The car in which she 
was riding was smashed into 
by the Panamanian culture 
attache, and Dr. Brown has 
been a quadraplegic since. 
Though the Panamanian gov- 
ernment eventually voluntarily 
gave Brown SI 00,000, her me- 
dical expenses already are three 
urnes that figure and her per- 
sonal and professional losses 
immeasurable. 

Because the attache was pro- 
tected from civil and criminal 
litigation by his diplomatic im- 
munity, Brown had no legal 
recourse against him. He did 
not carry liability insurance. 


but. even if he had, the insu- 
rance company might have 
used his immunity to escape 
payment — a common practice 
m other, similar cases. 

The new bill will repeal a 
1790 law that effectively gave 
everyone who worked at an 
embassy, from the ambassador 
to the chauffeurs, complete im- 
munity from civil or criminal 
prosecution. 

instead, it adopts the rules 
of the 1961 Vienna Convention, 
which makes embassy person- 
nel more or less accountable 
according to their bank and 
official duties. 

Furthermore, the legislation 
requires all embassy personuel 
to carry liability insurance in 
accordance with guidelines to 
be set by the president. It also 
would make it impossible for 
an insurance company to avoid* 
payment by using the diplo- 
mat's immunity as a defense. 

The new bill comes too 
late to help Brown. 

Because of his rank die 
Panamanian diplomat would 
be among the approximately 
7,000 diplomats and their fa- 
milies here who remain immune 
to criminal prosecution, and 
subject to civil action only in a 
limited number of cases. 

Under the new regulations 
the approximately 2,900 mem- 
bers of embassy technical and 
administrative staffs here also 
would retain full immunity 
from criminal prosecution and 
would be immune from riyu 
suits when acting in -official 
capacities. Their 7,000 family 
members would have no civil 
immunity. , . 

Embassy chauffeurs, janitors 
and other service personnel — 


about 270 in all — would have 
civil and criminal immunity 
only if they acted at embassy 
direction. 

But, as a spokesman for the 
Nigerian Embassy said, ‘This 
is a very difficult thing to 
know, when somebody is on 
duty and when somebody is not 
on duty.” 

The area where ah these 
questions most commonly come 
into play is on Washington 
streets. Last yc&r it \yas esti- 
mated by court officials that 
80 per cent of the parking 
given to cars driven by embassy 
personnel were unpaid, costing 
the city an estimated $1,070,000 
in lost penalties and fines. 

The worst offender was the 
Soviet embassy, which received 
12,270 tickets. 

Because of fears on the 
part of U.S. officials that U-S. 
Embassy personnel in Moscow 
might be subject to legal harass- 
ment if not given tufi immu- 
nity extended well beyond the 
bounds of the Vienna Conven- 
tion, me U.S. and tne Soviet 
Union have in the past come 
to tneir own special reciprocal 
agreements.

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Spain ’s gypsies: A black legacy

"ft mn that gypsies came 
into she world 01 % to be 
thieves.” — Migoel de Cervan- 
tes, 1613. 

MADRID, Spain — It is more 
than three-and-a-half centuries 
since the creator of “Don 
Quixote'’ summed up the sus- 
picious Spanish view of gyp- 
sies, but until just a few weeks 
ago the Spanish police still 
treated gypsies as if they were, 
in fact, born to be thieves. 

Under regulations that de- 
rive from the I9tb • century 
but woe recodified in 1943 
under dictator Francisco 
Franco, the Guardia 
Civil, Spain's rural police, 
was instructed “to scrupu- 
lously look out for gypsies, 
check and verify their docu- 
dneots, observe their clothing, 
investigate their way of living 
And form an exact idea of 
$ieir work, and ' movements, 
Making sure where they are go- 
ing and why." 

• “Since this class of people 
generally has no fixed resi- 
dence and frequently move to 
one place or another ' where 
they axe unknown," the regu- 
lations went on. "it would be 
a good idea to watch them as 
often as necessary to prevent 
Ihem from stealing horses and 
other things." • 

J The government abolished 
these regulations in July. It 
did so after an impassioned 
speech by Juan de Dios Ra- 
mirez Heredia, the only gypsy 
member of' the Cortes — the 
Spanish parliament — who per- 
suaded his colleagues to ask 

the government to end the em- 
barrassment 

; Evoking the image of the 
^sanbenito,” the smock worn 
by victims of the Spanish in- 
quisition, the 31 -year-old Ra- 
mirez Heredia told the Cos- 
ies: "We want to be rid right 
how of the sanbenito that has 
been hung on us — -that the 
gypsy is the prototype of the 
liar and the cheater."

Jtbe worst and crudest discri- 
mination. of all — the discrimi - 
nation of indifference." *' 

Mod blighted 

- There is little doubt that - 
Spain's gypsies, estimated to .. 
number between 200,000 and 


400 , 000 , are its most blighted 
ethnic group. 

In some ways, gypsies are 
closer to the life of Spaio 
than they am to that of any 
other country in Europe. The 
majority has lost the tradition- 
al language, which is called 
Romany or Cato, and speak 
Castilian Spanish. Gypsy mu- 
sic and dancing helped deve- 
lop Spanish flamenco. Bull- 
fighters with gypsy blood are 
believed by Spaniards to add 
a special excitement to bull- 
fighting. 

But the gypsies are hardly 
a part of Spanish society. Ac- 
cording to a recent report of 
the Association for Gypsy 
Development, 75 per cent live 
in what the Spanish call “cha- 
bolas” (makeshift shacks), 84 
per cent do not have a steady 
Job and 73 per cent of those 
over 14 are illiterate. The gyp- 
sy birth rate is three times that 
cif tbe rest of Spain, and the 
average life expectancy of a 
gypsy is only 42 years. 

■ "The gypsies," said Jose 
Heredia Maya, a 30-year-old 
gypsy poet and professor of 
literature at the University of 
Granada, “have all the prob- 
lems of an underprivileged 
class in a capitalist society." 

With the kind of poverty the 
statistics describe, it is not sur- 
prising that gypsies are caught 
stealing from time to time. 
But most gypsy coufronttibns 
with the police do not result 
from thievery but from lack 
of documentation- Illiterate 
and alienated, many gypsies 
fail to register birth and mar- 
riages with the government. 
As a result, they do not have 
the national identity card and 
other documentation required 
by the police. 

Most Spaniards still believe 
that gypsies are nomads, wan- 
dering with their tents and 
mules. In a recent study, how- 
ever, sociologist Teresa San 
Roman concluded that only 5 
per cent of the Spanish gypsy 
population is nomadic. She 
and her staff found that 42 
per cent of those in chabolas 
have lived in them from 10 to 
20 years. 

LaCdm 

La Cdsa, on the outskirts, 
of Madrid, is a typical gypsy 
“neighborhood. "On one side of 
the road lies a jumble erf 180 
chabolas, shanties vHajpped to- 
gether years ago with wood, 
bricks, concrete and roof tiles. 
Since many of the gypsies are 
sometime junk dealers, there 
are piles everywhere of used 
and twisted objects— — old 
tires, broken beds, gutted 
stoves. These give the area tbe 
look of a garbage dump. 

Juan Ramon Mqtos Munoz, 
43, agreed recently to show the 
inside of bis cramped chabola 
to a visitor. One of bis eight 
children hurriedly swept gar- 
bage and dirt off the floor. 
The shack had a main room 
and two smaller bedrooms, 
and it was impossible to pic- 


ture how a tamily of 10 could 
sleep in it. Like ail the other 
chabolas, it had no toilet and 
no water, but it did have elec- 
tricity. A large television set 
dominated the main room. 

Motos Munoz moved into 
the chabola 17 years ago after 
another gypsy family moved 
on to better quarters. Motos 
has little pride in the place, 
which had not cost him any- 
thing. He complained that the 
roof leaked during rains, he 
muttered about the cold in the 
winter, and be begged for 
some money for a daughter 
crippled by polio. 

Heavy rains and floods des- 
troyed 40 chabolas in JLa Cei- 
sa seven yeans ago, and the “ 
city of Madrid set up prefabri- 
cated houses., across the road 
for the homfeless. These struc- 
tures, made of a masonite- 
like material, are somewhat, 
larger than most chabolas ana 
have electricity, inside water 
and toilets and paved walk- 
ways. The improved comfort 
and shelter seems to have fos- 
tered some pride, and several 
of the prefabricated houses are 
neatly decorated inside with 
pictures, artificial flowers and 
wallpaper. * 

Many Spaniards believe that 
gypsies do not want to work 
at any kind of steady job. Jose 
Manuel Flores, a leader of 
the gypsies in Cordoba and a 
metalworker in a factory for 
eight hours a day, calls tnis 
belief “a black legend." ' 

Black Legend 

The issue is a complex one. 
First of all, most . Spaniards 
see gypsies only in special, 1 
odd kinds of work — the fle- 
menco dancer, the seasonal 
farm picker, the street beg- 
gar, the hawker of lottery tic- 
kets and, most of all, • the . 
“ebatarrero" or junkman. In 
Madrid the gypsy junkman * 
ubiquitous, standing in his 
mule-drawn cart, his black 
hair flowing, his shirt unbut- 
toned, crying out in the streets, 
“cha-tar-re-ro." 

On top of this, most Span- 
iards believe, based on litera- 
ture and tradition, that the 
Spanish gypsy has a spirit that 
can not be bent in a way de- 
manded by modern Industry. 
Carmen, the gypsy girl in the 
tobacco factory in Seville, is 
of course the great example: 

la his 1845 novel, on which 
the opera ' was based. Prosper 
Metimee wrote, “For people 
of her race, liberty is every- 
thing, and they would set a 
town on fire in order to spare 
themselves one day in prison." 

Oddly, a gypsy leader like 
Flores, even while complaining 
about the “black legend,’ * 
tends to agree about the ap- 
peal of liberty. He tried to ex- 
plain, in an interview, why 
so many gypsies buy and sell 
junk. 

“The gypsy is a nomad," be 
said. "He likes his liberty. He 
doesn't like the discipline of

But even this must be qua- 
lified. Sociologist San Roman 
and her team, in their study of 
the, gypsies of Madrid, ;foand 
that the largest grodp— 34 
per cent — were junkmen, but 
to a large degree because 
they had little choice. If a gyp- 
sy is uot trained for any skil- 
led work and has no knack 
for setting up shop io a street* 
stall, his choice of worfe nar- 
rows down to the rigor^ of 
unskilled labor ot the relative 
freedom of the junkfitan.” 
“When there is no better 
choice," tbe sonologist* wrote, 
“it is better to cboos&$ber- 
ty " • ‘ * 

In short, if gypsies Sd. as 
much education as otbttc/ Spa- 
niards, they might chobse the 
same kind of disciplined 'work.

James in Santiago de Compos- 
tela. Like the other gypsies of 
Europe, they bad left their ori-

There appears to he a good 
deal of optimism now about 
the likelihood of gypsies them- 
Bdws solving the problems of 
gypsy development. 

“Gypsies are part of the 
lumpenpnd^aciat," Heredia 
Maya, the gypsy poet, said, 
“hot they axe beginning to 
recognize their rights." — (LAT*

'report that economic expansion 
had been dampened by a volu- 
me export decline following the 
-yen's appreciation against the 
OS. dollar, which made Japa- 
nese exports more expensive.

No quibbling over pre-conditions 


U.S. echoes Smith on all-party talks 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 
<AP) — The United States is 
prepared to accept Rhodesian 
-Prime Minister lan Smith's 
declaration that he will attend 
"without pre-conditions" an 
all -parties conference to guide 
his African nation to black 
majority rule, a Slate Depart- 
ment official told Senators 
Friday. 

Richard M. Moose, assistant 
secretary of state for African 
affairs, told the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee the 
United States has absolutely 
no pre-conditions on such a 
meeting other than a general 
expectation that proposals 


made by the United States and 
Great Britain will be tabled. 

There has been squabbling 
between Smith and U.S. offi- 
cials over the conditions un- 
der which such a 1 meeting 
could be set but Moose said, 
“We don’t want to quibble.... 
what is important is that we 
capitalize on the reported de- 
cision of Mr. Smith to attend 
an all-parties conference.' 1 

Smith, meanwhile, prepared 
to take his campaign for ac- 
ceptance to the American hin- 
terland Friday after winning 
the qualified endorsement of 


farmer Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger for his plan 
to set op black majority rule. 

Smith and his interim Exe- 
cutive Council colleague, 
Ndabaningi Sithole, were sche- 
duled to fly Jo California late 
Friday and spend the next 
several days there, meeting, 
among others, former Presi- 
dent Gerald Ford and former 
California Governor Ronald 
Reagan, both potential candi- 
dates for the 1980 Republican 
presidential nomination whose 
support Smith would like to 
receive. 

En route back to the East 
Coast next week, Smith and

S. Africa wants peace , Botha says 


WEPENER, South Africa, 
Oct. 13 (AP) — South Africa 
always has striven for peace 
* rather than confrontation, 
Prime Minister Pieter Botha 
said here Friday. 

Speaking at the opening of 
the Wepener Commando 
Headquarters, in the Orange 
Free State 400 kilometers sou- 
th of Johannesburg on the 
border with Lesotho, Botha 
said important talks were to 
be held in Pretoria in the next 
few days. 


Commandos are local reser- 
ve guard units. 

In an obvious reference to 
the upcoming Western five- 
South Africa summit on Na- 
mibian independence, Botha 
said: 

“We are keenly aware of 
the responsibility resting on 
the shoulders of the govern- 
ment with regard to the inte- 
rests of South Africa and also 
the peace-loving people of 
South-West Africa. 

“Our intention is to conduct 


End protectionism, say 
W. Germany, Singapore 


SINGAPORE, Oct. 13 (R) 
— West Germany and Singa- 
pore Friday night called for an 
end to protectionism and the 
establishment of a free world 
economic order. 

In prepared remarks at a 
banquet in his honor. West 
German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt said protectionism 
should give way to peaceful 
competition for the ben'efii of 
all. 

Singapore Prime Minister 
Lee Kuan Yew, in his address, 
said his country's progress was 
being threatened by increasing 
protectionism and slow econo- 
mic growth in the industrial 


countries. 

The dinner was given by te e 
shortly after Schmidt’s arrival 
from Tokyo on a 24-hour visit, 
the first to Singapore by a 
West German head of govern- 
ment 

“In an age of increasing in- 
terdependence we must above 
all fight for a free world eco- 
nomic order,' 1 Schmidt said. 

“Only in peaceful competi- 
tion, not in protectionist isola- 
tion, can those forces come into 
play that are strong enough to 
master crises and find solutions 
which are beneficial or appear 
favorable not just to a limited 
of countries.”

After meetings with the edi- 
torial boards of “Newsweek” 
magazine and the “New York 
Times," the group was to. at- 
tend a dinner given by the 
American-Rhodesian associa- 
tion, a group that supports 
Smith’s plan and maintains an 
office in Salisbury, where the 
United States has no official 
diplomatic representation. 

Kissinger said after Thurs- 
day’s meeting that he, like the 
administration, favors an all- 
party conference that would 
include the Patriotic Front. 

■Bat he agreed with Smith 
that nhe failure of the United 
States to give Smith any sup- 
port at all serves to encourage 
Patriotic Front leaden Joshua 
Nkomo and Robert Mugabg to 
fight rather than join negotia- 
tions. 


Soviets view upgrading

NEW DELHI, Oct. .13 (R) 
— Soviet defease experts have 
been holding talks in India on 
an improved version of the

mainstay of India's air defense, 
officials said Friday.

The 10-member Soviet team, 
led by First Deputy Aviation 
Minister Ivan Sitayev. has been 
discussing India’s plans to im- 
prove a modified MiG-21 it 
has named MiG-Bis, the offi- 
cials said. 

The MiG-Bis higher-powered 
Than the original MiG-21 to 
achieve more height and man- 
eu viability, is already being as- 
sembled in India. The first is 
expected to fly soon. 

Officials said India still de- 
pended on the Soviet Union 
for 25 per cent of the parts 
■ of the MiG-21 engines, bpt 
manufactured 90- per cent of 
the air frame itself. 

Defense sources said India 
had some 13 interceptor squa- 
drons with about 260 MiG- 
21s. 

To add to its strike capa- 
. bility, India last week announ- 
ced it would buy the Anglo- 
French Jaguar supersonic tac- 
tical strike aircraft. 

ilndian and British officials 
began talks Thursday to draw 
. up a contract, for the deal. 

Indian officials have refused 
to disclose the size of the 
purchase, but India is under- 
stood to need about 200 air- 
craft worth nearly $2 billion. 
One quarter of the Jaguars 
will be imported and the rest 
manufactured in India.

Day of mourning in Iran 
called by Shah opponent 


-PARIS, Oct. 13 (Agencies) — 
The Shah’s principal opponent 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
has called for a day of natio- 
nal mourning throughout Iran 
next Monday, the 40th day 
after the September 8 “Black 
Friday” disturbances in central 
Tehran, his friends said Fri- 
day. 

Troops .trying to impose 
martial law on 12 Iranian cities, 
including Tehran, opened fire 
on thousands of demonstrators 
and 120 people were officially 
reported killed. But unofficially 
estimates, widely believed in 
Tehran, say hundreds, even 
thousands were lulled. 

Muslim mourning last for 40 
days and the anti-Shah demons- 
trations and rioting in Iran this 
year have loosely followed a 
40-day cycle. 

Khomeini, who arrived in 
France last Friday after 15 
years of exile in Iraq, issued 
the call from a Paris suburban 
house. 

He is staying in the house, 
surrounded by French security 
police, while he decides on his 
next extile. 

The Ayatollah is allowed to 
stay in France provided he 
makes no political statements, 


but he has been receiving 
friends and political supporters 
at the house— many of whom 
have come from Iran to meet 

him, 

He was reported earlier this 
week to have called for an 
intensification of the struggle, 
against the Shah and to have 
asked the army to rebel. 

His friends said he left Iraq 
after the Iraqi government 
came under pressure from Iran, 
to restrict his movements. 

They have said he will not 
stay in France and is consider- 
ing moving to Syria or Alge- - 
ria. 

Last week the Iranian gov- 
ernment said the Ayatollah was. 
free to return to Iran provided 
he agreed to work within the 
constitution.

Friday Khomeini had to cut 
short his daily sermon, on 
orders from doctors concerned 
about his health. 

In a barely audible voice, a 
frail-looking Khomeini address- 
ed a few dozen Iranian exiles 
and students in his Paris gar- 
den. 

The doctors said they took 
a blood test, but gave no infor- 
mation on his condition. 


Soviets, Yugoslavs claw 
toward basketball summit 


MANILA, Oct. 13 (Agen- 
cies) — Defending champion 
the Soviet Union Friday night 
defeated Brazil, 94-85, and 
will now meet unbeaten Yu- 
goslavia in the final of the 
World Men's Amateur Bas- 
ketball championship here Sa- 
turday. 

Yugoslavia beat Australia, 
105-101 Friday night and, 
although runner-up to the 
Russians in the last tourna- 
ment in Puerto Rico, goes into 
the round with the psycholo- 1 
gical boost of a 105-95 win 
over its oppoents four days 
ago. 

In another semifinal match 


Friday night Italy beat Cana- 
da, 100-83, to earn the right to 
play Brazil for third place. 

The Canadians, meet the 
United States, 100-70 winners 
over the Philippines to deride 
fifth place in the 14-nation 
tournament 

The United' States, led by 
guard Eugene Parker's 26 
points, romped over the Phi- 
lippines but the fight for fifth 
place is a bitter disappoint- 
ment after winning the crown 
in the second World Cham- 
pionship in 1954 and finirfrin g 
'among the top four in five 
other championships since 
1950..

TEL AVIV, Oct. 13 (R) — 
Israeli Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon said Friday night 
that after a three-month freeze 
on new Jewish settlement in 
the occupied territories Israel 
must strengthen existing out- 
posts and build new settle- 
ments around Jerusalem. 

Sharon told Israel Radio the 
number of Israeli settlers in the 
occupied Syrian Golan Heights 
snouid be increased soon from 
4.500 to 10,000. 

■He said the Camp David 
agreements would only be sig- 
nificant if the government car- 
ried out its plan for large-scale 
settlements in the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

Sharon, an ultra-nationalist 
who earlier this year proposed 
settling two million Jews in 
the West Bank, surprised most 


Israelis by backing the Can 
David accords.
